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An Italian Perspective: Umberto Eco

Another year has passed for 
all of us here at Laurentian, 
and it will soon be time for 
the annual Fall Convocation 
Ceremony. Our university will be 
awarding about 300 students with 
degrees and diplomas this year, 
marking their dedication and 
successful completion of hard-earned 
academic studies.

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L.U. Crime File

On the morning of Monday , 
October 17, the Sudbury Regional 
Police received a report of a break- 
and-enter at one of the residences at 
Laurentian University. Computer 
equipment valued in excess of 
$10,000 was reported stolen from 
four offices in one of the Federated 
Colleges on campus. The incident 
took place sometime between Friday, 
October 1 3 and Sunday, October 16. 

Investigations at the scene 
of the crime found four windows left 
open with the slides removed, and 
doors left unlocked. The police 
constable interviewed, related that 
the culprits probably unlocked the 
doors with a master key. In the past, 
the rooms in the building could be 
opened by this master key, but most 
of the lock's had been changed 
recently , restricting access to the four 



offices broken into. Since several of 
the keys had yet to be turned in, 
police speculate that the burglars 
managed to steal their own key, enter 
at a time when few people would be 
around, and slide computer 
equipment through the windows to a 
getaway vehicle. 

Police are presently working 
with L.U. Security, but have no leads 
or susf)ects at this time. The incident 
is still under extensive investigation, 
and the results of print-analysis and 
other testing should soon provide 
insight on this incident. Staff 
members at L.U. also verified rumors 
of a second break-in at the Director of 
Services Office.

Similarly, I showed a 
passing acquaintance with the truth 
in when I declared no clear winners 
in the debate. And I also stretched the 
truth in saying that the "for" side had 
inspired me with their arguments. 
Since Ms. Card has seen fit to read 
into my comments, claiming that I 
was "Assuming the 'for' side would 
attack," I shall take the same liberty 
with her closing sentence in which 
she states the following: "As a 
'journalist' perhaps you should tell 
all the facts, instead of what you want 
the public to know!" 

Using your own words, Ms. 
Card, "How is that supposed to be 
taken?" Is this an accusation of 
shoddy journalism? If it is, then you 
arc absolutely correct. For no one at 



the WAC debate would have come to 
my conclusion, namely that "there 
were no clear winners or losers, 
everyone held their own." Similarly, 
no true "journalist" present at the 
WAC debate would have withheld 
the honor due to Vince DiNorcia as 
the clear-cut winner of this debate. 
To say that Vince DiNorcia merely 
held his own in arguing against the 
WAC program, is to commit a gross 
miscarriage of justice. I will no longer 
underplay Vince's hard-hitting 
presentation, a presentation in which 
I believe he by far surpassed his 
opponents. IfMs. Card does not wish 
to continue "to beat a dead horse,'' as 
she maintains, it is only the "against" 
won the battle in the war over WAC. 
As for Mr. Trebb, by far the 
more polite respondent to the two, 
yes I was "endeavoring to hide my 
professional allegiance." For of 
course I am one of Vince's pupils, 
being a philosophy major; and Vince 
after all, both a professor of 
philosophy and the chair of the 
philosophy department, but I am also 
taking courses from Dr. Peter 
Simpson, a professor that I both 
respect and admire, even though I 
disagree with the stand Peter takes in 
supporting the WAC program, that 



Vince is a philosophy teacher is 
absolutely irrelevant to whether or 
not I support the WAC program. I 
might agree with him in the area of 
WAC, but I certainly don't agree 
with him in other areas. 

As for my "prejudiced 
recollection of the events 
[surrounding the WAC debate]," 
Rene Lesveques, an excellent 
journalist before becoming a 
politician, states unequivocally in his 
memoirs, "True journal ism is biased, 
it provoked thought. Otherwise 
people read and they -forget." 
Obviously my cirticle has provoked 
some discussion since those who 
support the WAC program are now 
willing to publicly defend it. This is 
something that students have not seen 
in the past. 

"How can the WAC 
program claim to be a 'writing to 
learn' program, instead than simply a 
'learning to write' program, e.g. 
without errors? Indeed the WAC 
Program Objectives document admits 
that learning differs in each discipline 
that is, is specific. Exactly." 

"What competence does the 
Language Office have in teaching 
research methods, given the WAC 
program admits research is discipline 



specific?" 

"Why only a WAC 
program? Why not a NAC — 
Numeracy Across the Curriculum 
program too?" 

In light of these arguments 
put forward by Dr. DiNorcia, Vince 



had more that convinced me that his 
basis for opposing WAC is more than 
an "interdisciplinary rivalry." In short, 
let's give credit where credit is due. 
Dr. DiNorcia has proven that the 
University's WAC program is 
unethical, Peter Vere

As one of the moderators if 
the panel discussion, I would like to 
make a statement about the 
proceedings. While I agree with 
most of Pete Vere's report, it should 
be reiterated that no winner was 
declared. 

If nothing else, the 
discussion resulted in a clarification 
of terms and issues, namely those 
concerning the Writing Across the 
Curriculum (WAC) programme. 

One issue that I hope will be 
addressed by the University is 
mandatory testing. I fully endorse 
voluntary testing because, to use 
myself as an example, I knew, 
realistically, that I would not pass the 
French test. I was successful in 
English, but French was another 
matter. 



When a student knows their 
written skills could use some brushing 
up, as I did would there not be 
substanial savings in allowing 
voluntary testing? I could have saved 
the University the money spent by 
not taking the test. As it stands, a 
student must take the test in order to 
eru-oll in the W AC/LIP component of 
a course. 

Perhaps the flaw in my 
suggestion is that it empowers the 
student to decide whether or not they 
wish to take a stab at the test. However, 
I believe that discretion on the part of 
the student can save the University 
much needed funds.

Everyone was in shock. "Solidarity 
forever" she told the crowd of 1700 
delegates. 

What does this mean for the 
NDP and the Left in Canada? Well, 
first of all it is a party that is now 
claiming to be united and yes, I agree, 
to a certain extent it is, but there are 
still some deep divisions that remain. 
The good thing is that Alexa 
McDonough is the compromise 
between Lome Nystrom's more 
conservative economics and Svend 
Robinson ' s more radical leftist views 
(that have landed him in hot water on 
many occasions). 

Recently, I've observed 
many political scientists and analysts 
on television and in the papers asking 
whether or not there still is room for 
the Left in Canada. As long as there 
are conservatives in the world there 
will be social-democrats. I see the 
election of McDonough to head the 
NDP as a good start. She does not 



represent that radical, special interests 
point of view that many people love 
to hate. She ' s a bright face in Canadian 
politics. Something fresh, new and 
also tough. 

Can the NDP rebuild itself after the 
last election?

At the October 2nd board meeting of 
the SGA, the board established an Ad 
hoc committee — Strategic Planning 
for the SGA. 

The Students' General Association 
recognizes that the most successful 
student governments of the next 
century will be more efficient, more 
flexible, and more intensely 
interactive than the student 
associations of the past. To achieve 
our goal of ever increasing excellence 
in scholarship, this community will 
act on that recognition with energy, 
imagination, and a sense of common 
purpose. 

A truly strategic vision requires that 
we take a hard look at the en v ironmen t 
within which we will be operating. 
Among the external forces identified 
as having major importance for the 
Students' General Association are the 
following: 

* an economy saddled with budget 
deficits at both the federal and 



provincial levels that will severely 
constrain resources available to 
support education and research; 

* the globalization of economies and 
ever increasing flow of ideas and 
information across national 
boundaries; 

* revolutionary advances in 
computing and networking 
technology — together with 
opportunities arising from the 
convergence of voice, data, image, 
and video technology-that will effect 
profound change in modes of teaching 
and learning; 

* the growing complexity of relations 
between peopleand their environment 
at scales ranging from local to global, 
and so the need for interdisciplinary 
approaches to complex problems; 

* the demand for universities to be 
more accountable in terms of money 
spent and "value added"; 

* the changing composition of the 
population and labourforce of Canada 
— e.g., increasing age and cultural 
diversity of the population — and a 
growing demand for life long learning 
as well as accessibility and flexibility 



in higher education. 

The interaction among these forces 
will have important consequences for 
Laurentian University and for higher 
education generally. The basic 
conundrum is clear. Although 
demands upon universities are 
increasing, public resources are 
dwindling; in the catch phrase of the 
day, we are being asked to do more 
with less. These forces also point to a 
future of greater intellectual and 
global interdependence, rapid change, 
and the need for greater flexibility 
and improved articulation in the 
whole of our education system. But 
these two fundamental realities — 
increasing demand/dwindling 
resources and a shift to independence 
— combine to suggest at least part of 
the answer to conundrum. To survive 
and prosper in this climate, student 
governments must forge closer and 
more extensive links with partners of 
many kinds. 

Money is the main issue of 
today, that is a consequence of 
budgetary constraints, to preserve 
excellence, and to meet societal needs. 
We must — through collaboration 
and the wisest possible use of 
technology, time and expertise — 
become more efficient.

A little quiz, can you tell 
where these comments were made? 

"The Jews aspire — 
everyone knows this — to that happy 
day when their race will rule the 
world. They are of no people, but 
they are of every country; everywhere, 
by that power that money bestows." 

■'The Jew, throughout the 
world, engages in parasitical 
activities, lowers the level of morality , 
etc., etc." 

"The Jew never puts down 
roots anywhere, refuses to assimilate, 
and is indifferent to the political and 
social order around him. ..His natural 
passion for money must be reckoned 
with... He is ready to make money 
from anything... This same concern 
for money makes him put aside all 
moral scruples." 

A speech by Adolph Hitler? 
A copy of a Berlin newspaper circa 
1939? Neo-Nazis in the United 
States? Try Quebec. The first comes 
from Andre Laurendeau mLes Cahier 
desJeune-Canada ( 1 933), the second 
from 1 939 by Roger Duhamel then 
president of the St. Jean Baptiste 
Society and director of Le Devoir, 
and the third from nationalist demi- 
god Abbe Groulx in 1954. All were 
taken from Mordecai Richler's 1992 
book, Oh Canada.', Oh Quebec! 



Surveys done across 
Canada to measure racism have 
consistently shown Quebec to be the 
most racist province in Canada. Many 
Qucbecois supported Marshal Petain 
in France during World War II . Many 
Quebecois want provincial control 
of immigration so Quebec can bring 
in the 'right' French-speakingpeople. 

In 1987, Professor Joseph 
Fletcher of the University of Toronto 
did a survey based on almost 3,500 
interviews. The result was that anti- 
Semitism was strongest in Quebec. 
According to Fletcher, over 70% of 
Quebecers fell into the "highly anti- 
Semitic" category, while other 
regions scored on third. An article 
by Robert Brym in The Canadian 
Journal of Sociology, based on data 
from a 1984 National Election study, 
showed that anti-Semitism in Canada 
was relatively low, except in Quebec. 
Another study sponsored by the B ' nai 
B'rith Canada League for Human 
Rights also showed that Quebecers 
were more anti-Semitic. 

Why am I telling you this? 
I want to put Lucien Bouchard's 
recent comments in perspective. 
Speaking not quite two weeks ago to 
a group of separatists, he remarked 
that Quebec had one of the white 
races with the fewest babies. The 
next day , he clarified those comments 
by stating that the use of the phrase 
'white people' was wrong. Not 
surprisingly he stated he wasn't 
apologizing for the comments, that 
he meant what he said. 

Some in the separation 



movement have an ulterior motive 
for separation. This motive is to set up 
the homeland for true Quebecois, or 
Qucbecois pure laine. Disconcerting 
for some white Quebecois is the 
presence of black French-speaking 
immigrants, anglophones and Jews. 
While ridding themselves of these 
people would be difficult, it would be 
far easier to allow fewer of them in. 
The floodgates would be open to white 
French speaking immigrants, 
plausible if one ignored the question 
as to why someone from Paris would 
be in a rush to move to Quebec. 

I'm not saying that racism 
does not exist among anglo- 
Quebecois. For decades English 
Quebecois didn't much like anyone 
in the province except themselves. 
Nor am I saying that Quebecois in 
general are racists, the vast majority 
are as enl ightened as the rest of Canada 
(if you didn't get that then I won't 
explain the concept of sarcasm). What 
I am saying is that the separation 
movement in La Belle Province is 
made up of many different elements, 
and one element is racist. Whether 
one wishes to deny it or not, Quebec 
has a stronger history of racism than 
one might believe and the separation 
movement has its roots in 
discrimination. 

Many in the separation 
movement also believe in traditional 
values. Because the birth rate in 
Quebec is lower than the North 
American average, Quebecois say that 
something must be done to increase 
it. Their solution? Adopt what used to 




be the traditional Quebecois women's 
role back in the days of the Seignorial 
system. Wait for hard working man 
to come home and help conceive and 
take care of many more Quebecois 
pure laine. 

I suspect that I will have 
gained few friends among 
francophones for what they may 
consider an attack on them, but I ask 
you to remember that what I am 
speaking on is that ugly element in 
the Quebec separation movement and 
in Canada that will continue to be a 
cancer in this country . They are racists 
no matter what their motives are, be 
it a pure Canada or a pure Quebec. 

I'll end this piece how I 
started it, by quoting Richler's Oh 
Canada! Oh Quebec! "Rene 
Levesque was not an anti-Semite. 
Neither is Jacques Parizeau. All the 
same, Jews who have been Quebecers 
for generations understand only too 
well that when thousands of flag- 



waving nationalists march through 
the streets roaring "Le Quebec aux 
Quebecois!" they do not ha ve in mind 
anybody named Ginsburg. Or 

MacGregor, come to think of it."

Comment: Library staff 
seem to be more worried about 
making sure that nobody has pop 
or coffee in the library than in 
ensuring that a quiet study 
environment is maintained. I was 
approached about having a Coke 
in one of the study rooms by library 
staff, and was told I could have my 
library privileges revoked for such 
an infraction of the rules.

Government IVIeans New 

Hope For Students 



Students concerned about 
the universality and affordability of 
post-secondary education can 
breathe easier now that Mike Harris 
has become Premier of Ontario. 
Under the NDP, tuition fees at 
Ontario universities rose an average 
of 30%, while at the same time Bob 
Rae did absolutely nothing to reform 
the load system to maintain 
universality. TTiis was the same 
Bob Rae whopromised students zero 
tuition in his 1990 campaign. So 
why did this supposed "pro-student" 
Premier let us down? Because he 
practiced an old outdated statist 
policy towards post-secondary 
education which backfired and made 
life more difficult for students. Rae 
promised to increase funding to 
universities and colleges by 
paramount proportions thus 
eventually phasing out tuition fees 
altogether. But where was all this 
money supposed to come from? 
Both the federal and provincial 
governments are bankrupt and must 
cut spending now so that our future 
could be salvaged. Once constrained 
by this fiscal reality, Rae rescinded 
on his promise for greater funding 
but he stubbornly held to his statist 
policy of regulating tuition fees. 
Thus, while he decreased funding to 
post-secondary institutions, he 
continued to deny schools the right 
to raise the necessary finds needed 
to adequately serve students. This 
results in a disastrous first half of the 
decade for students. Even though 
they were paying more, they were 
subjected to lower enrollment, 
substandard services and program 
cuts. 

Students should rejoice 
that Ontarians voted against Bob 
Rae's brand of neo-socialism and 
embraced Mike Harris's "Common 
Sense Revolution." Harris has a 
promising plan with regards to post- 



secondary education. In the CSR 
document he outlines his plan to 
partially de-regulate tuition over a two 
year period allowing universities and 
colleges enough resources to improve 
student services and programs. Harris 
also vows to introduce an "Equal 
Opportunity Education Fund" which 
would guarantee that anyone who 
requires financial assistance to attend 
school will receive it. The loan will be 
paid back as a percentage of income 
on each students income tax form. 
The repayments will be geared to future 
income so that students "will never be 
required to repay more than they could 
afford." This way, financial barriers 
to university access will be removed, 
while at the same time, student serv ices 
and programs will be improved. Mike 
Harris's plan is a truly sensible solution 
to the financial problems facing 
students and schools today. It is not 
based on an ideological dream but 
rather on concrete and practical ideas 
which will improve the long-term 
situation of post-secondary education. 
For this plan to become 
reality, however, students must get 
involved and voice their support. All 
students are encouraged to join their 
local Progressive Conservative 
campus club and to promote the Equal 
Opportunity Education Fund. We must 
ignore the neo-socialist politics of the 
OFS and other left-wing student groups 
and not be fooled by their rhetoric. 
They will oppose any plan that does 
not advocate zero tuition, and will not 
offer any realistic solutions. Mike 
Harris does offer a real solution and it 
is up to us to support it for the sake of 
our future. 




CFS Vs. The Government

Mike Harris offers anything 
but hope for students. His 
government's agendahas always been 
and will continue to be on the side of 
big business. Budget decisions arc 
political decisions. By setting a 
budget and allocating funds, the 
government sets its priorities and puts 
its money where its mouth is. Mr. 
Harris has continually said that 
"Ontario is open for business" and 
now with his cuts he is proving that 
Ontario is indeed open for business, 
no one else. The two proposals 
outlined by Harris government 
dealing with regulation of tuition fees 
and the Equal Opportunity Education 
Fund. Let's call them what they 
really are, and step out from behind 
the Conservative rhetoric. 

By deregulating tuition fees, 
Harris will give Universities the 
ability to make money. This means 
that if the government implements 
cuts to PSE, the Universities can raise 
your tuition fees as much as they 
need to compensate for the loss of 
funding. This does not necessarily 
mean improved services for you. 
Your tuition dollars will simply be 
making up for lost grant money. The 
University will not have more money, 
they will just have more of YOUR 
money. Sure, in time, as tuition 
levels continue to rise, the operating 
budget will grow, but at the cost to 
accessibility. Laurentian University 
has always maintained that it exists 



to serve the people of Northeastern 
Ontario, not a really wealthy region. 
If tuition levels are allowed to rise to 
$4000-5000, how many of you would 
be able to afford it? At current levels, 
nearly 65% of Laurentian 's students 
rely on OSAP to help fund their 
education. That's 20% higher than 
the provincial average. Supposing 
the Laurentian Board of Governors 
chooses to maintain it's level of 
accessibility and to keep tuitions low, 
this creates another problem, as 
institutions like Queen's, U of T and 
Ryerson raise their fees. After a 
period of time, there will be a two 
tiered system ofeducation in Ontario 
where there are distinct quality 
differences, and certain University 
degrees more valuable in the job 
market. Although this may be the 
perception now, for the most part the 
quality ofeducation you reactive from 
any Ontario University is comparable 
to any other. 

Harris is also proposing 
reforms to OSAP. The Equal 
Opportunity Education Fund is quite 
simply an Income Contingent Loan 
Repayment Scheme. This is not a 
new proposal. The former 
government and previous 
governments looked closely at it and 
found it to be unworkable. How is it 
supposed to work? First, your tuition 
goes up. Every model we have seen 
is accompanied by drastic increases 
in tuition. Second, interest starts 
accumulating on the day you get it, 
and continues to accrue the whole 
time you are in school. When you 
graduate, you pay it back based on 
your income levels. The real 
problems are these: People who 



graduate and become doctors or 
lawyers will make more money 
sooner and be able to pay off their 
loansquicker. Thoseofuswhochose 
to pursue other avenues and don't 
become rich right away, like most 
women and minorities, will be paying 
offtheir loan for the rest of their lives. 
Sound a little melodramatic? It's 
true. This plan is in place in Australia 
and Sweden. The average male pays 
back their loan by age 40-45 and the 
average woman by the time she is 50- 
55. Although you may not be actively 
paying back in the lean times, it has 
not gone away, and will remain on 
you credit rating and be growing the 
whole time. Lifelong debts, thanks 
Mike! The future ofeducation under 
the Harris plan is not a positive one 
and certainly not one to be hopeful 
about. Unless of course you are a 
male, white and from a fairly well to 
do family. If so, Harris and the CSR 
are for you. 

I'm in favour of students 
getting involved and supporting what 
they believe in. If the Progressive 
Conservative Youth would like to 
actively recruit new members, good 
luck. But have the dignity to do so on 
your parties merits. The Canadian 
Federation of Students - Ontario 
(formeriy OFS) presented ourpolicics 
to Laurentian students during a 
membership referendum just two 
years ago, and 75% of you voted to 
remain members. Perhaps the 
Common Sense Revolution should 
be on trial for prospective PC Youth 
members, rather than the actions taken 
by the former NDP government or 
the CFS.

It's always a joy when 
Primus treats us to an album, and this 
summer's latest offering is no 
exception. After returning from the 
Sausage project (featuring the 
original Primus lineup), Les 
Claypool and his twisted hillbilly 
narratives combine with the truly 
unique musical team of former Joe 
Satriani student Larry Lalonde and 
Tim Alexander to further thumb their 
noses at the mainstream. It seems to 
be a thematic fusion of 1 99 1's quirky 
Sailing the Seas of Cheese and the 



darker Pork Soda, where rather than 
being predominantly quirky or 
somber, the album bounces erratically 
between the two sides. "Wynona's 
Big Brown Beaver" and "De Anza 
Jig" brim with giddy insolence, while 
"Mrs. Blaileen" and "Southbound 
Pachyderm" offer portraits of some 




of the more sinister inhabitants of 
Primus' world. The only thing is that 
by now, those of us who have been 
fans for a few albums are well versed 
in their strangeness, and that weird 
SoundScape to which they take us 
doesn't seem to be shifting too much.

It's not that they are simply 
rewriting the same songs (unlike some 
rock institutions I could name), but I 
for one want to see where else Primus 
can go... it seems right now they are 
in the ironic position of being mired 
in their own innovation. But at least if 
Primus is only going to do one thing, 
so to speak, they do it really well.

L.U. isn't Sudbury's only 
Internet provider. Lately private 
companies have begun offering 
access to individuals who want more 
than a text interface. Both ISYS 
Technology Inc. and The Cybrary 
allow users to experience the Internet 
in a graphics environment. Unlike 
most L.U. accounts however, these 
services do have fees, but when 
comparing the differences between 
text and graphics, cost becomes a 
minor issue. 

Starting up in Sept. of this 
year, ISYS offers a graphical interface 
and excellent service. Projecting 45 
customers in their first month of 
operation, they were overwhelmed 
with 144 people, much of it due to 
strong word of mouth. IS YS supports 
all platforms, and provides the 
software you'll use and even will do 
on-site support. 

ISYS' services also extend 
beyond mere Internet support. The 
company also provides a full range of 
business support such as network 
solutions, security consulting to bullet 
proof your network, and developing 
a business strategy that involves the 
Internet. The company's future plans 
include video conferencing for 
business (boardroom to boardroom) 
and an ISDN line which promises 
a tremendous speed increase. 

Sitting around talking to 
these guys, I got the experience of 
the evangelical... cyber-prophets 
who see the tremendous promise 
that the Internet offers, and want 
to see everyone hooked into it. It 
seemed that each one had his own 



story how the Internet gave invaluable 
help in one thing or another that they 
were working on. I honestly think 
that this business is thriving less on 
what they are offering, but the skill 
and enthusiasm of the four partners 
(Christopher Ceccutti, MarcusZiepel, 
Christopher Huchenski, and Cedric 
Ferrier) involved. 

ISYS offers great service 
and a number of package rates and 
new member accounts that are easy 
on your pocket book. To find out 
their rates or specific information, 
call 522-5588 or send them email at 
info@isys.ca. 

The Cybrary offers a novel 
approach to accessing the Internet, 
since you don't need a computer to 
get on. Located in the New Sudbury 
Shopping Centre, you simply walk in 
and use their computers. Running at 
$4.99 a half hour, this is a good way 
for people without a computer to see 
what a graphical environment looks 
like. If you're just used to the L.U. 
service, it will be a pleasant surprise. 
I've been told that the Cybrary is 
experiencing some good walk-in 
traffic so get there soon to find out 
what you've been missing. 

Graphics do demand a high- 
end machine because of their data 
heavy nature. According to the ISYS 
crew, a 386 with a 9600 bps modem 
will be a minimum, with a 486 or 
higher with a 1 4,400 bps more suited 
to the role. For Mac users, you need 
System 7.0 Or higher and a 9600 bps 
modem or better. Naturally, the faster 
the system, the better off you'll be. 

Even with a high-end 
machine, you'll discover that using 
L.U's server is faster because it is all 
text. Even with a 1 4,400 bps modem. 



there is a time lag because of the 
loading of images. While this may be 
initially off-putting, you will be able 
to see what these web pages look like 
with different colours and images. 
My suggestion is a 1 4,4(X) bps modem 

as the minimal modem standard.

On Saturday, October 1 4 of 
this year, the hallway outside of the 
Ben Avery Gymnasium was buzzing 
and crowded as family, friends, 
media, and the generally interested 
gathered for the second annual 
unveiling of the Laurentian 
University Hall of Fame Inductees. 

The inducted athletes were 
the father and son basketball duo of 
John and Jeff McKibbon (BA '72 
and BA '87 respectively), and track 
and field star Barbara Dennis-Favot 
(BPHE '72, BEd '73). 

This year's builders were 
Judge George Collins and John "Jack" 
Porter. The 1983 CIAU Champion 
Soccer Voyageurs were also entered 
as this year's celebrated team. 

Reverend John 

McKibbon was not in attendance for 
the unveiling of the wall. He coached 
the Men's varsity basketball team 
from 1967-69. In a surprising turn of 
events, he laced up his hightops from 
1969-72. In 1970, he achieved the 
distinction of being the first ever 
Laurentian player to be named an 
All-Canadian, was named an OUAA 
all-star, Laurentian's male athlete of 
the year, and was a member of both 
the OUAA Championship team and 
the CIAU play-off consolation 
winners. John was named an OUAA 
all-star again in 1971-72 and male 
athlete of the year in 1 972. He was a 
member of both the Canadian 
Olympic and National Basketball 
teams. He also holds the second 
longest standing NOSSA record in 
the Sudbury district: the junior high 
school discus throw in 1956. 

Jeff McKibbon, standing 
at 6'6", towered over the onslaught 
of people who were eager to get a 
word in with him. "In consideration 
of who's been in before me and who 
I am going in with, this is quite an 
honour," said McKibbon. He 
explained that he was looking forward 
to the Alumni game that night and 
impressed the energetic crowd with 
his 20 point performance. 

Jeff transferred to 
Laurentian University in 1982. He 
ran the Avery courts from 1983-87. 
Along the way, he received 
honourable mention as an All- 
Canadian in 1984 and 1985, but was 
named to this select group in 1 987. 
Jeff was named OUAA East Division 



MVPinbothl984and 1987. He held 
the records for career points and 
rebounds for Laurentian Men's 
varsity basketball; "Norm Hann has 
since smashed my points record by 
over a couple of hundred points," 
grinned McKibbon. Like his father, 
Jeff was named Laurentian's male 
athlete of the year in 1 987. That year, 
Jeff also represented Canada at the 
World University Games in Zagreb. 

When he is not leading the 
Laurentian Basketball Alumni's 
offense, Jeff teaches in Sudbury and 
coaches midget boys' basketball. 

In his brief introduction to 
the inductees, Laurentian University 
president Ross H. Paul referred to 
Barbara Dennis-Favot as "a one- 
woman track team"; she earned this 
title in her competing days between 
1968-72. 

"She literally was a one- 
woman track team," exclaimed John 
Metcalfe, president of the Hall of 
Fame selection committee. "She 
single-handedly kept Laurentian 
University up in the track and field 
standings." 

Barbara virtually led the 
track team in points at all the indoor 
and outdoor meets Laurentian 
entered. Athletes may only enter three 
events at any single meet now; when 
Barbara was wielding javelins and 
running country miles, she was 
eligible to enter every event. At one 
point, she held 1 3 Laurentian records. 

When asked of her 
experience as a Laurentian track and 
field star, she did not mention her 
accomplishments. "I had a lot of time 
to spend with people like Wendy 
Jerome and Jack Porter, and I watched 
John McKibbon play basketball. It 
was a wonderful experience. Today 
was a real blast from the past. It's 
great to come home." Barbara has 
taught for 22 years and is currently 
working at Lockerby Composite 
School. 

The Laurentian University 
Registrar and Secretary of the 
Academic Senate, Jack Porter, was 
honoured for his years of service as 
the head coach of the Laurentian 
University Men's varsity hockey 
team. He coached from 1962-73, 
1976-77, and 1981-83. His regular 
season record was 1 3 1 wins, 52 losses, 
and 14 ties. He was at the helm of 
seven OIAA championship teams, 
participated in the CIAU 
championship tournament six times, 
and reached the final once in 1 967. 
He was named as the Sudbury 
Kinsmen Sportsman of the year in 



1971. 

"Not only did he coach at 
Laurentian, he was instrumental for 
the development of Sudbury minor 
hockey." said Metcalfe of the former 
hockey Czar. Metcalfe also 
mentioned that Porter was one of the 
first coaches in Ontario to adopt 
European hockey techniques such as 
dry-land training. "This man 
absolutely built hockey at Laurentian 
University," exclaimed Dr. Paul. 

"Last night [the Hall of 
Fame endowment dinner] was 
wonderful,"explained Porter. "It was 
great to see some of the former 
players, some friends, and former 
coaches that I worked with. And to be 
inducted at the same time as the people 
that are here today is just a great 
experience. Wonderful!" 

When asked if he misses his 
days behind the bench, his answer is 
swift and dry: "No. That was a 
different time in my life; I did it for a 
long time and I thoroughly enjoyed 
it. But then it was time to move on to 
other things and I'm happy doing 
what I am doing now." Besides his 
occupation. Jack enjoys looking after 
and riding his horses. 

The second of the two 
builder inductees was Judge George 
Collins, who recently passed away. 
Judge Collins served in courts in the 
Manitoulin and Sudbury districts for 
26 years. 

He was known for his avid 
fund-raising and involvement in 
Laurentian sports, as he was a 
member of the first Laurentian 
Athletic Council. According to 
Metcalfe, he was instrumental in 
keeping the U^ack and field program 
at Laurentian when it was on the 
verge of being axed in the 1970s. 
"His influence seemed to arrive at 
the right time," explained Metcalfe. 
"At the opportune time, from him or 
businesses through him, suppwrt was 
found." 

He was also a decorated 
golfer, he won the Northern Amateur 
Golf Championship in 1955 and the 
Idylwylde Golf Tournament in 1956 
and 1960. 

Metcalfe described Judge 
Collins as unobtrusive. "You 
couldn't put your finger on 
[everything he did for Laurentian 
athletics]. He had a habit of 
wandering in and out of varsity 
practices. That was just him." 

The 1983 Men's Soccer 
OUAA and CIAU Champions 
were thisyear's inducted team. They 
finished tied for first place in the 



OUAA East Division. In a shoot-out, 
they beat the Carleton Ravens 1 -0 to 
clinch the division. They went on to 
defeat Victoria 2-0 in the CIAU semi- 
finals, a game which manager Alex 
McGregor called "the best game F ve 
ever seen a [soccer] Voyageur team 
play." In the CIAU finals, they 
defeated McGill 2- 1 in the last minute 
ofdoubleovertime. Striker Paul Smith 
scored in the last minute of double 
overtime on a Laurentian pitch laden 
with snow. 

"I'll never forget the fans 
swarming on the field, the snow on 
the ground," McGregor recollected, 
"and nobody felt a bit of the cold at 
the time. It was probably the gutsiest 
team I have ever seen in terms of hard 
work, desire, and the Voyageur 
spirit." 

"A Cinderella story, a 
Hollywood script": those were the 
words Vees' head coach Greg Zorbas 
used to describe the CIAU 
championship against the McGill 
Redmen. "We were coming off a 
horrendous '82 year. It was a 
nightmare of a year! I wasn't sure 
myself that we were going to make 
the play-offs." Zorbas further 
mentioned that McGill was 
undefeated for two years before that 



A few of the players of the 
1 983 soccer team were in attendance 
on the night of the wall-unveiling. 
Captain Lane MacAdam, rookie 
fullback Phil Misener, and Keith 
Bridges, as well as former assistant 
coach Craymer Forth were on hand 
forhand-shakes and photographs. "On 
paper, we shouldn't have won," 
MacAdam reminisced. "The 
chemistry and the coaching is what 
did it for us." 

Misener was one of nine 
rookies that comprised the roster of 
sixteen players. "We won with fresh 
blood and a lot of enthusiasm," he 
said. "In the final game, try to imagine 
a bunch of kids that are going to play 
in front of a thousand fans; we went 
bananas!" 

Saturday, October 1 4 was a 
night of reacquainting, laughs along 
memory lane, and two great Alumni 
Basketball games. It was an honour 
for the inductees to be recognized for 
their achievements, just as it was an 
honour to witness their induction. 
Barbara Dennis-Favot best summed 
up the night when she said, "It's great 
to come home." It was great to have 
everyone home, as well. 
Congratulations to all.

The transfer trail is back 
again, folks. This crazy world of 
soccer continues to surprise all of us 
soccer fanatics. I was just at a social 
giving some recent soccer news to 
some of my soccer friends, and people 
were amazed with the continuity of 
transfers. Therefore, let me begin. 

In Spain, 'holy toritos viva 
I'Espagnol ! ' Spanish champions Real 
Madrid paid an estimated $5.4 
million for the Colombian 
international midfielder Fredy 
Rincon. The 29-year-old former 
Palmeiros player, who spent last 
season on loan in Italy at Napoli, has 
signed a three-year contract.. .Veteran 
Real Madrid striker Emilio 
Butragueno has signed for Mexican 
First Division newcomers Atletico 
Celaya. The 32-year-old, who signed 
a two-year contract, said he would 
not play for any other Spanish club 
after spending over a decade at the 
Bemabeu stadium. 

In Mexico, FC America is 
chasing two European players. 
Sampdoria's veteran defender 
Marco Rossi, 31, and Eintracht 
Frankfurt midfielder Maurizio 
Gaudino, who spent last season on 
loan at Manchester City, are both 



wanted by the ambitious Mexicans. 

In Italy, Vicenza, recently 
promoted to the Serie A, have signed 
the Uruguayan duo of Marcelo Otero 
and Gustavo Mendez. Otero, a 24- 
year-old forward from Penarol, 
joined Vicenza on loan. Mendez, 24, 
a defender from Nacional, cost the 
Italian club a bargain $460,000. The 
Uruguayans will link up with 
Vicenza's other foreign signing, 
Swede Joachim Bjorklund. These 
signings have not helped them thus 
far in the standings. 

In Germany, another 'holy 
toritos' Uruguayan, striker Ruben 
Sosa, has been playing well since 
joining Borussia Dortmund after 
three seasons with Internazionale of 
Italy. Dortmund paid $2.6 million for 
the 29-year-old, who reportedly 
agreed to a two-year contract worth
